Schmidt began, on Whitehall street, and 
continued for nearly a year. A Mr. Roath 
opened in Collier’s building, in 1852, and 
ran about a year. A. W. Hall began in 1853 
and continued up to 1860, when he returned 
to Maine. In 1853 Everett & Fonda began 
the manufacture of jewelry, but the town 
was too small to justify it, and they sold out 
and left. In 1854 two brothers began busi- 
ness in the Holland House (now James’ 
Bank), but closed out in six months. In 
1855 Veal & Wood began business in the 
Johnson House, but left in less than a year. 
Hiram T. Jones, in 1856, for nearly a year, 
had a small store in Thompson’s Atlanta 
Hotel. 

Since the war Leitner & Fricker opened in the 
place now occupied by Briscoe, and contined 
one year. E. E. Earnest began in 1866, and closed 
in 1868. George Sharpe, Jr., began in 1867. 
W. Bollman in 1866; Herman Boglehausen in 
1866; Robert Dohme in 1872; E. T. Plummer 
in 1870; L. Solomonson and T. J. Guamirin in 
1867; W. A. Haynes in 1872. 

The jewelry business began with sales from 
$1,000 to $5,000 per annum, and now goes be- 
yond $100,000 per annum. 

Er Lawshe put up the first building on White- 
hall street after the surrender-a wooden 
structure, now replaced by a three-story brick. 
Er Lawshe has been in business twenty-three 
years.

Depth of the Atiantic Ocean. 


The main theatre of sounding operations 
has been the Atlantic Ocean, which from its 
relation to the leading commercial nations, 
and for intercontinental telegraphic purposes, 
has been more carefully surveyed than an 
other great body of water. Open from fe 
to pole, participating in all conditions - 
mate, communicating freely with other seas, 
and covering 30,000,000 square miles, it is 
believed to represent general oceanic condi- 
tions, and to contain depths nearly, if not 
quite, as great as the other ocean ins of 
the world, although but little is known, it is 
true, in this respect of the Indian, Antarctic 
and Pacific seas. 

The general result of its soundings would 
indicate that the average depth of the Atlan- 
tic bed is not much more than 12,000 feet, 
and there seem tobe few depressions deeper 
than 15,000 or 20,000 feet, a little more than 
the height of Mount Blanc. Dr. Thompson 
sums up the general results of the Atlantic 
soundings as follows: “In the Arctic Sea 
there is deep water reaching to 9,000 feet to 
the west and southwest of Spitzbergen. Ex- 
tending from the coast of Norway, and in- 
cluding Iceland, the Faroe Islands, Shetland, 
and Orkney, Great Britain and Ireland, and 
the bed of the North Sea to the coast 
of France, there is a wide plateau, 
on which the depth rarely reaches 3,000 feet, 
but to the west of Iceland and communicat- 
ing, doubtless, with the deep water in the 
Spitzbergen Sea, a trough 500 miles wide, 
and in some places, nearly 12,000 feet deep, 
curves along the east coast. of Greenland. 
This is the path of one of the great Arctic 
return currents. After sloping gradually to 
a depth of 3,000 feet to the westward of the 
coast of Ireland in latitude 52 degrees, the 
bottom suddenly dips to 10,000 feet at the 
rate -of about fifteen to nineteen feet 
in the hundred, and from this 
pomt to within 200 miles of the coast of 
Newfoundland, when it begins to shoal again, 
there is a vast undulating submarine plain, 
averaging about 12,000 feet in depth below 
the surface—the “telegraph plateau.” A val- 
ley about five hundred miles wide, and with 
a mean depth of fifteen thousand feet, stretch- 
es from off the southwest coast of Ireland, 
along the coast of Europe, dipping into the 
Bay of Biscay, past the Strait of Gibraltar,and 
along the west coast of Africa. Opposite the 
Cape de Verde Islands it merg2s iatoaslightly 
deeper through, which occupies the axis of 
the South Atlantic, and; passes into the Ant- 
arctic Sea. A nearly similar valley curves 
around the coast of North America, about 
12,000 feet in depth, off Newfoundland and 
Labrador, and becoming considerably deeper 
to the southward, where it follows the out- 
line of the coast of the States, and the Ba- 
hamas and Windward Islands, and finally

career, the Duke of Wellington would have 
been in England under a similar demand 
npon his loyalty. Youngest son ofa cart- 
wright in La Mancha, that part of New Castile 
which the genius of Cervantes assigned as the 
birthplace of Don Quixote, Espartero raised 
himself by his valor and sagacily to 
the highest rank in the nobility of Spain, 
and actually goverened that country in 1851 
-48, as Regent, during the minority of Isa- 
bella II. He always opposed, and frequently 
exposed, the corruption of the court in latter 
days, and after the Bourbons were expelled, 
was once nominated as the most suitable per- 
son to be chosen King of Spain, a perilous 
honor which he, let it be known, no circum- 
stances could induce him to accept. Most 
probably, should President Castelar appeal to 
his patriotism, Espartero will give the new 
government the advantage of his personal 
co-operation. 

Serrano, the other great soldier upon whose 
loyalty, experience, and ability President 
Castelar is believed to rely, is sixty-three 
years old, and like Espartero,has won the 
staff of a Marshal and the coronet of a Duke 
of Spain by a long series of brilliant deeds. 
He was Regent from June, 1869, when it was 
resolved to have elective monarchy in Spain, 
until Amadeo of Italy accepted the crown in 
November, 1870. Like Espartero, too, it was 
Serrano’s bad fortune, after having served 
his country in campand council, to be driven 
into exile. Fortunately his return to Madrid 
on Sunday was contemporaneous with the 
election of Castelar as President with dicta- 
torial powers.

A Resume of the Facts. 


A Clear Idea of the Whoie Matter. 


The correspondence being so bulky and our entire

ORIGIN OF THE DIFFICULTY. 

The cause of the difficutty dates back to a published 
article by Major Wadde'l reflecting severely upon the 
character of Mr. Phillips’ uncle, recently killed in 
Opelika by Mr. Hooper, the circumstances. of whose 
death are familiar to our readers, as we published the 
testimony in the case. Colonel Lay addressed a note, 
dated Columbus, July 18, to Major Waddell, stating 
that he had an imp for him from 
Mr. Phillips. After numerous notes a meeting for the 
delivery of Phillipe’ demand was arranged for Neil's 
Landing, Fls., designated by Major Waddel’,
